THE STORY OF “OLD 
SIDES.” 


One of the five magnificent frigates 
built in 1798, during the war with France, 
namely, the Constitution, is still in ex- 
istence and in good condition. Its tim- 
bers have been renewed at different 


times, and its equipment greatly mod- 
=suiwed; Dut its outward appearanes oy 


almost the same asever, When built it 
was considered one of the finest ships of 
the American navy; but it would offer 
but a slight resistance to the attacks of a 
powerful modern ironclad like the Mian- 
tonomoh. The Constitution originally 
carried forty-four guns. A particularly 
interesting history is connected with 
this ship. During the war with the 
Barbary powers, in 1803, she was Com- 
modore Preble's flag-ship in the Medi- 
terranean, and played a conspicuous part 
during the whole year, Lieutenant 
Wadsworth, who was blown up before 
Tripoli in the ill fated Intrepid, was one 
of the officers of the Constitution, in 
the course of the war with England in 
1812, the English papers laughed at the 
Constitution, and spoke of her as “a 
bundle of pine boards, sailing under a 
bit of striped bunting.” But when, un- 
der Captain Hull, she captured the Eug- 
lish frigate the Guerriere, a vessel of 
nearly equal force, the people who had 
before ridiculed her called her “one of 
the staunchest vessels afloat.” A few 
months after this victory, the Constitu- 
tion, then commanded by Captain Bain- 
bridge, compelled one of the finest 
frigates in the British navy, the Java, to 
strike its colors. 

One of the most famous of her ex- 
ploits was during the same war, when 
she escaped from Broke’s squadron, 
among which she had accidently fallen.

During the war with the 
Barbary powers, in 1803, ahe was Com- 
modore Preble'’s flag-ship in the Medi- 
terranean, and played a conspicuous part 
during the whole year, Lieuteunal 
Wadsworth, who was blown up before 
Tripoli in the i fated Intrepid, was one 
of the oflicera of the Constitution, In 
the course of the war with Mngland in 
1812, the English papers laughed at the 
Constitution, and spoke of her as “a 
bundle of pine boarde, sailing under a 
bit of striped bunting.” But whey, un- 
der Captain Hull, she captured the Kng- 
liah frigate the Guerrlere, a vessel of 
nearly equal force, the people who had 
before ridiculed her called her “one of 
the staunchest vessels sfloat.” A few 
nionths after this victory, the Conatitu- 
tion, then comuimnded by Captain Batr- 
bridge, compelled one of the finest 
frigatea in the British navy, the Java, to 
strike {ts colors.

The Review of Reviews records the 
following well-authenticated cases of 
clairvoyance, written for its pages, by a 
lady of culture who calls herself a “psy- 
chic”: 

THE FIRST APPARITION. 

I was eleven years old when I remem- 
ber seeing my first apparition.

THE WOMAN'S MOVEMENT IN 
GERMANY.. 

Most people interested in the woman 
question have probably heard of the 
Deutsche Frauenverein Reform, which 
was founded at Weimar in March, 1888, 
and of which Frau J. Kettler is presi- 
dent. Last October the society changed 
its name to the Verein Frauenbildungs 
Reform, thus showing that the question 
that women should enjoy exactly the 
same educational privileges as men, is 
the chief feature in the society's pro- 
gram—that is, that women should be ad- 
mitted to the universities, the medical 
schools, etc. With this idea in view, the 
erection of high schoola where girls can 
have exactly the same training for the 
university as boys have, is one of the 
first objects of the society, and for this 
purpose a epecial fund will be opened. 
The organ of the society is the Frauen- 
beruf, a bi-monthly, edited by Frau J. 
Kettler, and published by the society at 
Weimar, 


A WOMAN ABOUT HER SEX. 
I do not think that anyone who has 


seriously considered the subject is de- 
luded by the popular fallacy tbat Ameri- 
can women are more intelligent, even in 
their “society” aspect, than American 
men. They have a better developed so- 
cial instinct; they have a lighter conver- 
sational touch ; they haye more accom- 
plishments ; and they often have a wider 
reach of superficial knowledge upon 
what I may call ornamental subjects, 
But they know much less abont the act- 
ual livisg world and its affairs and needs; 
they are much Jess likely to understand 
any subject really well; and their think- 
ing upon any subject is much less likely 
to be profound or logical or vitally sug- 
gestive. One of the things, at all events, 
that society needs to make it a valuable 
factor in life, a real factor in the lives of 
our most intelligent men, ia that the na- 
tive quickness, brightness, wit, imagina- 
tion, and volubility of our women shall 
be deciplined and at the same time de- 
veloped; that their conversation shall 
be based upon wide and genuine knowl- 
edge,not upon a little desultory learning, 
and shall be controlled by a systema- 
tized power of thought.

The higher education, rightly pursued 
and really gained, is not an influence 
that will make women pedants, prudes, 
priga or blue-stockings, ehrews, ama- 
zons, or hard, cold, semi-masculine mon- 
trosities, To be broad-minded, clear- 
minded, free-minded, active-minded is 
not of necessity, nor even of likelihood, 
to be “strong-minded.” Indeed, the 
more a woman knows of life, the better 
ghe understands the past and present of 
the world and the experiencies and con- 
clusiona of its greatest thinkers, the less 
likely ake will be to confuse the mascu- 
line and feminine ideals, or to underrate 
the latter in comparison with the former. 
It is the narrow, superficiel education of 
women which leads them to maintain

ATTER OF ROSES. 

Gather the rose petals dry into a jar, 
take a bottle that will fit exactly into the 
mouth of the jar when inverted.

But it is something to 
know that an office of this nature is sur- 
rounded with suitable safeguards, and 
that the class mainly benefiting by it 
should have some voice in its selection.

MISS MARIA MORGAN, 
Better known as “Middy Morgan,” who 
haa just died, was a remarkable woman. 
She was nearly sixty-four years old, and 
for twenty-three years had been the live 
stock reporter of the Mew York Times. 
She was born in Cork, Ireland, the 
daughter of a country squire who died 
when she was young. She took person- 
al supervision of his estate, and raised 
cattle and horses for the london mar- 
ket. Miss Morgan went to Italy to study 
art, and King Victor Emanuel appointed 
her to go to England and Ireland to buy 
a stock of Irish hunting mares for his 
private stable. In 1869 she came to this 
country for work, and obtained a place 
on the staff of the Times as cattle report- 
er. She gradually won the sespect of the 
cattlemen and her fellow reporters. Her 
writings did much to bring about an im- 
provement in the treatment of cattle. 
She grew famoud-as a cattle expert, gave 
an address before the Legislature, and 
went to Washington, by invitation, to 
give the President her views on cattle 
transportation. She travelled all over 
the country, and was invited to all con- 
ferentes of cattlemen. ey

the Atlantic shores of Florida. While 
lying at anchor in New River Inlet, the 
flukes of the anchor became foul with 
what proved to be a carcass of considera- 
ble length. Mr. Gordon quickly observed 
that it was a vertebrate, and at first 
thought it probably a cetacean. But, on 
examination, it was seen to have features 
more suggestive of the saurians. Its 
total length was forty-two feet. Its girth 
was six feet The head was absent; two 
flippers or fore-limbs were noticed, and 
a somewhat slender neck, which meas- 
ured six feet in length. The carcass 
was in a state of decomposition; the 
abdomen was open and the intestines 
protruded. The striking slenderness of 
the thorax as compared with the great 
length of body and tail very naturally 
suggested to Mr. Gordon, the form of 
some of the great saurians whose bones 
have so frequently been found in several 
localities along the Atlantic coast. Mr. 
Gordon had it hauled above high-water 
mark, and took all possible precautions 
to preserve the bones until they could be 
removed. With no suitable implements 
at hand, he was obliged to trust its safe- 
keeping to the shore above tides, He 
counted without the treacherous hurri- 
cane; the waters of the “Still-vexed Ber- 
moothes,” envious of their own, recalled 
the strange waif. This was as unex 
pected as undesirable. The facts, how- 
ever, remain, — Current Literature.

The tiger shark is cousidered equally 
as fierce, powerful, and voracious as the 
leopard species, and is carefully avoided 
by the crews of sponging, turtling, and 
fishing jvessela, It is not nearly so 
handsome in outline as the leopard 
shark, and looks as rough as if it had 
been forged into shape under the blows 
of a steam trip hammer.
